AMERICAN COUNTESS SAILS FOR EUROPE 


DUBLIX, Jan. 4—Eamonn DoValera 


announced in Dail Eireann today that 
he would introduce his alternative 
peace proposals tomorrow and ask that 
they be accepted as the basis of peace 
between Ireland and England. 


(Note—Premier Lloyd George issued 


a special statement in London last Fri- 
day sa\ing that the IHsh peace pact 
must be ratified in its original form 
and that any alterations would annul 
it.)
